published ns required bv sub-section (I) of section 23 ol the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), therein¬ 
after referred to as the said Act) on pages 2444 to 2457 of the 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-csection (i) dated the 3rd 
November, 1979 under the notification of the Government of
